Londox, March 9. — Tho sensation pro- 
duced by Sir Goorgo ( >. Trovolyan 's speech 
at Dovotialiiro has been rather increased 
by further reports; many of thorn author- 
ized, that many liberals beliovo Sir George 
has practically abandoned Hartington, and 
is only waiting for tho right moment to 
announce his return to the Gladstone fold. 
Ono paper, conservative, too, announces 
that Trovolyan will bo brought out at the 
first opportunity us a Gladstone candidate. 
This is premature. Trovolyan, however, 
is goiug down with Cotirteney to Cornwall 
to speak, and must then dolino his actual 
position. 

Tho attack on Mr. Bailees for misuse of 
tho postoffice patronage is pressed with 
great energy and Homo acrimony. The 
dispute, as a whole, proceeds on linos too 
broad to bo mistaken. Raikes Was assert- 
ed his undoubted authority as parliamen- 
tary chief of tho groat department, and 
permanent clerks, who rule the postoffice 
as thoy do every other administrative 
branch of tho English government, are in 
revolt, moving heaven and earth to main- 
tain their monopoly. It is a struggle in 
which Uaikos ought to win. 

Tho parliamentary situation has sud- 
denly grown rather serious, Thursday's 
acono was by far tho most violent, of thu 
session, though it is ridiculous to call tho 
Irish proceedings revolutionary, as ono of 
tho Anglo-Irish journals docs. Dillon 
once more, for a moment, took the load of 
tho Irish party out of Darnell's hands, 
and had tho cordial support of Heilly, 
O'Connor and others. Theo began, as 
usual, with a debate Oil the conduct of tho 
Irish police, which might have ended 
peaceably enough, had not Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach told the Pamollites thoy 
would got something worse than batons if 
they persisted in breaking the law. 'Dion 
tho dovil broke loose. Cries, shouts, de- 
fiant gestures and insults woro freely 
exchanged between both sides of the 
houso. Healy observed that a little 
bloodshed in Ireland would doubtless 
cement the Tory-Unionist alliance, l'ar- 
noll intervened after a while, but hardly 
with success as a peacemaker. 

Dillon reached the climax with tho re- 
mark that if ho had a revolver when tho 
police al tacked the people in his presence, 
"by heavens, the police would have suf- 
forred." Parnell presently found the 
temper of his followers could not bo con- 
trolled except by humoring it, so he at- 
tacked Sir Michael Hicks-Beach in lan- 
guage seldom heard from his cold cautious 
lips. That done, ho was able to bring 
hostilities to a close. Tho houso did not 
adjourn till 3 o'clock in tho morning, after 
Smith had ijuietly arranged for an all- 
night sitting, for which the Parnollites 
wore hardly prepared. 

Throats have boon frooly heard since 
from both parties to this quarrel. The 
government declare that they do not 
shrink from a trial of strength if Parnell 
wishes to rupoat his former experiences. 
Tho Irish say thoy wore never so well 
able to resist coercion by obstruction, 
which is doubtless true. They have never 
put forth all their resources in that direc- 
tion since thoy attained their present 
numbers. 

Tho procedure and supply make natur- 
ally slow progress amid this hurly-burly, 
but tho cloture is steadily evolving itself. 



THK RETALIATORY HILL 

Not Much Considered In England. 

London, March 5. — Tho retaliatory 
bill against Canada is allowed by the Eng- 
lish press to pass in total silence. Not 
ono paper protests, complains or pities. 
Perhaps this may convince Canada how 
little likely she is to find effective cham- 
pions here in lier foolish crusade. The 
only question 1 have heard asked is 
whether tho president is likely to put tho 
measure in force. Tho Canadian officials 
seem to think tho English government 
may be induced to demonstrate against 
tho new law, but she will be told the law 
is admittedly within the competence of 
congress, is perfectly supported by prin- 
ciples and precedent, and offers no ground 
for protest except upon purely those prin- 
ciples of international comity and friendly 
intercourse which Canada has long boon 
sotting at defiance. 

CONDENSED DISPATCHES. 

Tho strike of the switchmen on the 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio Rail- 
way is becoming serious. 

Tho failure of George Houghton, a 
dealer in wheat, was announced by the 
Chicago 'change on Friday about 1 o'clock 
Ho was long about 250,000 bushels. 

Tho JS'ow iork St<tr'.s London special 
says that official advices received by the 
government do not confirm the report that 
the rebellion in Bulgaria is at an end. 

The BOptennate bill was read the third 
time in tho Reichstag Friday, and was 
passed wit hout debate by a vote of 227 to 
31. Eighty-four members abstained from 
voting. 

A Uorlin special says: Gorman police 
pretend to have discovered a great anar- 
chist conspiracy, extending throughout 
Germany, Switzerland, Russia and 
America. 

A fresh shock of earthquake was felt at 
Nice at 2:50 o'clock Friday afternoon and 
created a panic among the people. The 
vibrations traveled from northeast to 
southwest. 

Do Lesseps will get no money at Berlin 
for the completion of the Panama canal, 
as German experts just returned from 
Panama severely criticise tho work done 
on the canal. 

The result of tho j>od mortem examina- 
tion over tho bodies of Robert and Cor- 
delia Donmead at New Brunswick, N. J., 
show that the man and woman wore 
starved to death. 

It is stated that Kader Pasha disagreed 
with his colleagues in regard to tho re- 
forms in the army and on the Soudan 
question, It is reported that tho Sou- 
danese rebels are advancing in force from 
Dongola upon Wady Haifa. 

Gladstone and Morley dined with hot 
majesty on Wednesday. This significant 
honor to Gladstone, who has not been 
high in court, favor since his homo rulo 
bill canto out, has caused much comment 
in political circles. 

Attorney Regensbergor, assistant prose- 
cuting attorney in the Goldouson case, 
■Uted to a San Francisco font reporter 



that ho oxpocted to prove that Mr. Gold- 
enson is only the reputed father of tho 
prisoner, and if this fact is established tho 
hereditary insanity plea will fall to tho 
ground. 

A sensation has boon created in the 
Masonic world by tho initiation of lbra- 
ham Pasha, nephew of the kh'edive of 
Egypt, into the secrets of Free Masonry, 
as a member of the British lodge, under 
unusually distinguished auspices. 

Tho London Telegraph assorts that tho 
admiralty has received trustworthy in- 
formation that tho Russian government 
received drawings and papers connected 
with tho British naval designs, which 
were sold bv Draughtsman Terry, who 
was discharged from the navy yard at 
Chatham. 

Tho department of state at Washington 
has received a dispatch from Minister 
Pratt, at Teheran, Persia, stating that the 
Shah had granted a concession for the 
erection of a hospital at that city under 
tho direction of Dr. W. W. Torronco, 
physician of tho American Presbyterian 
board of missions. 

At a mooting of the Moral education 
society a letter was addressed to Mrs. 
Cleveland expressing tho thanks of the 
society that she had, in her conspicuous 
position, displayed a womanly delicacy in 
the non-adoption of decollete drosses that 
afforded a healthful contrast to a fashion 

at not only exposed indelicately wo- 
man's person, but also exposed woman- 
hood to caustic observation by the press, 
and tended to a disparaging estimate of 
womankind and to the great pain and 
humiliation of many women. 

A FALSE REPORT. 

Chicago, March 10. — The Times' Ottawa 
special says: The minister of customs 
to-day stated, with reference to the alleg- 
ed interviews that had boon published in 
the United States and English press, in 
which he is represented as saying that the 
Dominion government has under consider- 
ation a retaliatory bill, tho details of 
which wero given, and which they pro- 
posed laying before parliament, heavily 
increasing and in many instances making 
a prohibitory duty on American products 
coining into Canada, that no such inter- 
view ever took place, and that it is a fraud 
and gross imposition on tho news- 
papers that published it. Ho stated that 
this ffaud had its origin in the same quar- 
ter as tho bogus draft of the reciprocity 
treaty betweon Canada and the United 
States, which was telegraphed all over 
the continent from hero last fall. 



NANA I MO. 

(Free Press.) 
Tho heavy rain on Tuesday, with the 
large amount of snow in tho Goldstream 
mountains, caused a washout on tho E. Ai' 
N. railway on Tuesday afternoon. Tho 
washout took placo while the train was on 
this side. Tho trains aro now running on 
time, but it will take a day or two to till 
in the break. Tho rain and snow fall of 
this winter has boon far in excess of any 
previous year, and some of the culverts 
have boon found to bo too small to carry 
away tho sudden influx of water. Larger 
and more culverts will be put in at once, 
so as to prevent a repetition of these wash- 
outs. 

Capt. Myers brought up tho steamship 
Wellington this trip, Capt. T. Whitworth 
remaining at San Francisco on account of 
the dangerous illness of his wife. It was 
reported that Mrs. Whitworth had suc- 
cumbed to her illness, but at last accounts 
tho symptoms woro more favorable and it 
was expected that the lady would recover. 

EUROPEAN MAILS VIA C. P. R. 

A Now York special dispatch says: Tho 
Canadian Pacific is making arrangements 
to carry mails and European travel over 
its lino, but is not certain whether the 
China and Australian steamers will touch 
at San Francisco or only run to Victoria. 

SALMON PRICES CURRENT. 

New YoBK, March 10. — As the season 
approaches for the run of salmon tho in- 
terest in lish increases. Markets on tho 
Pacific coast appear to be steadily harden- 
ing and tho statement is made in tho trade 
that the scarcity of the 1886 pack is prob- 
able hero before arrival of next. This be- 
lief being promised by the latgo purchas- 
ers made thus for English account, with 
the understanding that early shipments 
will be made. Some dealers here have 
contracted for tho June shipments from 
tho Columbia river, and by tho 1st of 
Juno expect to havo a stock on hand to 
supply customers. Prices current to-day 
arc §1.35 (•> 1.45 for Columbia river; 81. 
ffijv'.i 1.35 for .Sacramento; $1.22 J <» 1.25 
for Alaska; $1,25 for British Columbia. 



A C. P. R. CIRCULAR. 

Montreal, March 11.— Traffic Mana- 
ger Olds says that he has issued the fol- 
lowing circular to agents of tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway: "The enforcement of 
the provisions of the interstate commerce 
law will compel a revision and cancellation 
of all special local rates on commodities 
shipped from points in Canada to points 
in the United States. Agents will there- 
fore give notice to all who aro shipping to 
tho United Slates on through rates that 
on and after April 1st all such through 
rates will be void. Every effort will lie 
made to obtain as soon as practicable 
reasonable rates from American lines from 
points of connection with this lino to tho 
several markets and distributing centres 
in the United Status with w hich business 
is now done by Canadian shippers, and 
duo notice of such rates will bo given as 
soon as thoy aro obtained."

BROOKLYN'S GREAT DEAD. 

The City of Churches In Mourning— Dr. Hull's 
Touching Tribute— A Brave ami Weary 
Heart at Kent. 

New York, March 11. — All Brooklyn 
was in mourning to-day over tho death of 
Rev. Homy Ward Boucher. Public 
otlicos woro closed and business was en- 
tirely suspended, and memorial service's 
woro bold in a largo number of tho 
churches in the vicinity uf Plymouth 
church. Tho members of Plymouth com- 
pany G, Thirteenth regiment, of which 
Beecher was chaplain, woro stationed at 
the doors of tho church and no ono WHS 
allowed to enter without a ticket. While 
a vast crowd of people gathered outside 
of the church, the lady members of tho 
congregation wore working within. 
.''.The whole interior of tho church was 
turned into a perfect (lower garden and 
tho fragrant perfume of roses pervaded 
tho air. Tho facade of tho gallery was 
covered with pottod plants. The pulpit 
was loaded down with (lowers and floral 
emblems sent by friends and organizations. 
Tho casket was placed on a catafalque of 
white roses, with carnations and smilax, 
directly in front of tho reading desk. 

Not a vestige of tho black covering of 
tho casket could bo seon. There was 
nothing to indicate tho presence of death 
except tho stillness which pervaded tho 
room and the hushed conversation of the 
workers. It was nearly 10 o'clock when 
the doors wore thrown open to those tvho 
had been waiting without for nearly three 
hours. The first four seats nn the right 
of the centre aisle woro reserved for rela- 
tives of the deceased. Boucher's family 
wore not present and tho family pew was 
tilled with (lowers. Mrs. Beecher Wiis in 
the church a few moments before the doors 
opened and went with her sons before tho 
crowd entered. 

Behind tho pews reserved for the family 
were seated tho officers of the Thirteenth 
regiment, and then came members of tho 
legislative committee, who woro badges 
made of white silk. Behind those wore 
the delegates from nearly every social po- 
litical or religious organization in Now 
York or Brooklyn. There was a delega- 
tion of tho Colored Ministers' association 
present. 

At 10:30, Rev. Dr. Charles H. Hall, 
robed in his white surplice and accom- 
panied by Rev. S. B. Holliday, entered 
the church and ascended the platform. 
The music ceased, and Dr. Hall commenc- 
ed to road in low but clear tones, the open- 
ing sentences of the Protestant, Episcopal 
burial services. After this a double 
quartette and chorus of sixty voices sang 
tho burial chant, "Lord Let Me Know 
Mine End." A lesson was read by Dr. 
Hall, and prayer was delivered by Rev. 
S. B. Holliday. 

After tho tirst lesson Dr. Hall com- 
menced his oration. During its delivery 
there was not a dry oyo in tho church and 
suvoral times ho was compelled to stop for 
a time in order to gain control of his voice. 
Dr. flail then pronounced the benediction 
and the vast audience slowly hied out of 
the church. It was a notable gathering 
and ono long to bo remembered. After 
the conclusion of tho services at Plymouth 
church tho public was admitted to view 
tho body. 

The other churches in which services 
woro hold wore crowded to the utmost ex- 
tent of their capacity. Thu surrounding 
streets in all directions were crowded with 
people waiting patiently for their turn to 
gaze upon tho face of the dead preacher. 

It is estimated that fully 15,000 people 
attended service in the various churches 
and that fully twice that number woro 
gathered in tho streets in tho neighbor- 
hood of Plymouth church. 

In closing his sermon Dr. Hall, among 
other things, said: "A bravo and weary 
heart is hero at rest; bravo of old to dare 
brutal force and defy tho violence of mobs 
and ruffians in speaking for the slave; 
brave to accept the murmurs and doubts 
of his political friends when conscience 
prompted him to part from them; bravest 
In wrestle along with a groat sorrow when 
he could tind no earthly help. We honor 
him for the courage of his former acts, wo 
love him and wonder at him for the calm, 
sweet, gontlo resignation of these last 
years."

Tho new rule with diners out is to 
drink but one wino — champagne or claret.

At such a table as tho mess of the House- 
guards Bluo in London even tho half- 
glass of shorry with the soup and tho glass 
of claret with the nuts is foregone, 
champagne being tho only wine taken, 
with groat improvement in sobriety. 

That milk is not always a good thing for 
adults is well known; but it seems that 
an exclusive milk diet may even bring on 
dilatation of the stomach, emaciation and 
many other distressing symptoms. A 
patient illustrating this fact was recently 
shown by M. Dobove at the Socioto Medi- 
care des Hospitaux. Tho man had had al- 
coholic gastris, and lost thirty-six pounds 
under a milk diet. 

Ice water eneniart are used with success 
in tho Birmingham General Hospital in 
cases of collapse often seen during diar- 
rhoea in young children, it is claimed that 
one injection, two or three ounces, is very 
soon followed by sleep, and that, by the 
astringent effect on the congested vessels 
of the intestines, the diarrhow* is dimin- 
ished. It is further claimed that no de- 
pression or other bad effect has resulted. 

The very best way to prevent scale in a 
steam boiler is to use a food-water heater 
that will deposit scale by raising temper- 
tture of the water in the boater high 
enough to liberate the soluble matter bo- 
fore the water gets into tho boiler. No- 
body ever heard of "bagged sheets" on a 
heater. Wo see one every day on bdilers. 
Don't let the scale in and it won't trouble 
you. 

A New York paper calls tho United 
States senate, as at present composed, "a 
club of millionaires." Tho railroad inter* 
st is well represented in the upper houso 
if the legislature, and Some of tho richest 
senators aro railroad magnates. Cameron 
of Pennsylvania, and Brown of Georgia, 
wdio are both large railway shareholders, 
are each worth £800,000. Mitchell of 
Oregon, Sawyer and Spoonor of Wiscon- 
sin, Fair of Nevada, and Stanford of Cali- 
fornia, are also among the largo owners of 
railway property; tho two last being each 
worth, it is said, between six and eight 
millions sterling. Payne of Ohio, owes 
his wealth to his connection with tho 
Standard Oil company. Cheney of New 
Hampshire, derives his riches from a 
large manufacturing concern. Tho law is 
naturally among the stepping-stones to 
senatorial honors. The best paid lawyers 
in the United States aro tho standing 
counsel to wealthy corporations. Dolph 
of Oregon, Evarts of New York, and Ed- 
munds of Vermont, are all three "corpora- 
tion lawyers" and millionaires. 

An improvement is shown by tho Board 
of Trade January returns in the general 
import and export trade of Great Britain, 
but the showing made is said to bo loss 
than anticipated. Tho increase in the 
volume is more favorable in English eyes 
owing to the fact that, the United States 
is responsible for only a portion of tho in- 
crease. This is considered to indicate an 
improvement in general trade with othor 
countries. The total exports in .January 
woro valued at £17,800,000 against £17,- 
200,000 in .January, 188(5, and £18,100,- 
000 in January, 1885. It will be soon 
from this that tlie volume of tho export 
trade is loss than in 1886. Cotton and 
jute piece goods show increases. In im- 
ports tho total value is £,'11,0-17,000 
against £28,082,000 in .January, 1886, 
The heavy exports of cotton from tho 
United States are reflected in thu largely 
increased imports of Great Britain Tho 
increase in imports of this staple is placed 
at over 42 pot" cent. A heavy increase in 
also noted in the imports of articles of 
food and drink.

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THE PROVINCIAL SECRETARY. 

Messrs. Ladner and Orr have ilono 
their best — indeed they appear to conceive 
it to bo their solo mission — to prove that 
the provincial secretary gained his elec- 
tion by wholesale bribery and corruption, 
that ho bought a majority of tho entire 
votes cast at tho general election last 
summer with tho public money ! And 
tho grit organ says the charge has been 
conclusively proven; which, of course, it 
has not. On tho contrary, the vindica- 
tion of the provincial secretary lias been 
complete, ivnd he has to-day more friends 
in the house and out of it than ever be- 
fore. But tho point wo desire to make is 
this: If tho provincial secretary gained 
his election by wholesale bribery and cor- 
ruption, it follows as a logical and inevi- 
table seijuonce that the electors, having 
received bribes, are corrupt and»ought to 
be disfranchised ! Will the electors of 
Now Westminster district thank the two 
of their own representatives for de- 
liberately attempting to place them in 
buch a light ? Will they thank these 
men for representing the dole of road 
money to which they were justly entitled, 
as a bribe, offered and accepted? Truly 
did Mr. Davie point out that the course 
pursued by Messrs. Ladner and Orr was 
inimical to tho interests of the district 
which had made the mistake of electing 
them, and that their constituents might 
well exclaim "Save us from such repre- 
sentatives." 

THE ESTIMATES. 

Awaiting the finance minister's budget 
speech on the estimates which wore laid 
beforo the house on Friday, we have re- 
frained from making any comments either 
on tho estimates, finances, or general 
policy of the government, preferring to 
wait until tho budget has been presented, 
so that tho question of our provincial 
finances may bo fully ventilated, and open to 
public criticism. The Times, however — 
presuming to know it all — has favored its 
readers with its usual dissertation on 
doticita and financial statements, which 
the author no doubt read with great plea- 
sure and satisfaction, and cackled over 
liko an old hen on seeing her first spring 
egg. So far as figures are con- 
cerned tho Time.i quotes pretty cor- 
rectly, but when it calls the $257,491 
a deficit on the 30th of last June, it is a 
trifle out, just §78,000. It is true that 
tho amount referred to (§257,491) was ex- 
pended in excess of tho revenue for that 
year, but its versatile editor omitted to 
state that there was a surplus from the 
previous year of 878,000, which tho gov- 
. eminent did not hoard up, but paid out, 
theroby making tho expenditure for the 
last fiscal year 6178,000 in excess of the 
revenue and surplus referred to. This 
sum can scarcely be termed a 
deficit as tho estimated expenditure 
for that year was §710,000 whilst 
the estimated revenue was 8570,000, 
a difference of $134,000. The deficiency 
was anticipated, it being the policy of the 
government to exceed, if necessary, 
tho ordinary revenue to make 
necessary liberal and appropriations 
for the development of the province, and 
to borrow money to do so. Wo do not 
think that tho Times intended to make 
such a display of its ignorance in defining 
tho meaning of tho word "deficit." The 
government knew full well at tho time 
the appropriations were granted that the 
revenue would not meet them, and pro- 
vided for a loan of 8300,000. The bonds 
of this loan have not been floated, the 
necessary funds having been obtained 
from tho Bank of British Columbia on 
favorable terms. The Timet says: "The 
further startling statement is made that 
tho government intends to float another 
loanof §1,000,000. "This is very misleading, 
and it is either not aware of the fact thai no 
bonds under the Loan Act of lM.sii, author- 
izing a loan of ,s,'i00,000, have been issued, 
or makes an intentional perversion of the 
truth in stating that tho proposed 
loan of §1,000,000 is in mldiium to 
the §300,000. We admit that the 
authority to borrow the latter sum 
is still in the statute,-;, but tin- 
government, not driven to extremity, did 
not require to use it, and folio, ing out its 
inaugurated policy of liberal appropriations 
for the development of the country, will 
ask parliament to pass a loan act author- 
izing an amount necessary to carry out 
that policy. The insinuation of our con- 
temporary "that at a caucus already held, 
the matter was warmly debated," is, we 
think, only the imagination of tho 
troubled brain that produced the 
assertion, for we are in a position to state 
on tho most reliable authority, without 
tresspassing on state secrets, that there 
was unanimity of opinion as to the 
desirability of obtaining a loan of 
$1,000,000, and instead of there being 
any discontent at tho caucus on the policy 
of the government in borrowing money 
for tho development of our resources, 
there was a general desire to endorse it 
and givo it a substantial support, which 
will bo demonstrated when the bill is intro- 
duced for tho consideration of parliament. 

THE QUEEN'S JIJ1S1LEE. 

Victoria ought to honor tho Jubilee 
Year of Hor Gracious Majesty in an 
especially loyal manner. This colony, so 
long isolated from tho outer world, has 
always been conspicuous for its attach- 
ment to the permit of the sovereign whose 
virtuos as queen, wifo and mother have 
endeared her to tho peoples as well 
of all tho provinces as of tho entire 
civilized world. It is fitting then that a 
grand celebration should be mado here. It 
ib understood that the Pacific squadron 
will reach Esquimalt in time to participate, 
and there is no doubt it >vill do its share 
worthily. Such assistance cannot bo 
overestimated and an earnest co-operation 
is ardontly to bo desired. But what are 
we going to do about it I It has 
always Boomed that the details of 
such a celebration as wo hope to 
witness this year have been loft oil' till the 
laat moment. This is a very great mis- 
take and wo would earnestly urge upon 
our citizons tho absolute necessity of being 
prepared, Laat year's gala day in honor 
of Sir John A. Macdonald was a most 
pleasant one, but it seemed that all the 
arrangements had been crowded into a 
few hours and in oonsequenco many un- 
desirable hitches occurred, The event wo 



celebrate this year is ono of no ordinary 
significance, and v.o ought to do it that 
great honor to which it is so admirably 
entitled. Wo trust fiction will be taken at 
once and tho details perfected in time so 
that no eleventh-hour regrets will occur. 
This ought to be the grandest pageant 
over seen in British Columbia and 
it only remains for our citizens 
to make it the success it deserves. The 
local government and city council will no 
doubt come lo the front ami lend 
a helping hand in the direction 
most needed financially. The cele- 
bration is desirable but is evanescent. 
Tho establishment of a "Victoria Hos- 
pital" on sure and solid foundations in aid 
of the sick will stand for all time as a tes- 
timony that .the people of this city were 
not unmindful of the duty devolving upon 
them in the year 1887 of showing their 
intense loyalty

MR. PLAHTA'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. J. P. Planta's address appears in 
another column, and will repay careful 
attention tit the hands of the electors of 
Vancouver district. It covers the entire 
ground and shows ho holds strong and 
progressive views on the questions of the 
hour both in a Dominion sense and locally. 
He announces that he "will go to parlia- 
ment as a supporter of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, and a firm adherent of the liberal- 
conservative party — the progressive party 
of Canada." He is in favor of tho Na- 
tional Policy which he considers needs no 
eulogy from any one. "In all cases, how- 
ever," he says, "in which alterations of the 
customs duties are required to aflbrd just 
measures of assistance to our young and 
struggling farmers and mining industries, 
and to secure markets for our productions 
I will advocate those amendments of tho 
tariff which are deemed necessary." He 
will endeavor to obtain by way of recipro- 
city the removal of the duty of 75 cents 
per ton now charged by the United 
States upon the coal of Vancouver 
Island entering thoiiports. The promises 
to secure for the district a fair share of the 
public moneys available for distribution 
and will do bis utmost to obtain the grant 
of sufficient subsidies by the Dominion: 
For encouraging the construction of a 
railwav to the northern end of Vancouver 
Island, as .an important factor in bringing 
about the rapid colonization of Vancouver 
Island; for ensuring a satisfactory steam- 
boat service between Victoria and Comox, 
and the usual way ports and islands, in- 
cluding Hornby Island, and also with the 
northern settlements; and for the 
evfension of telegraph wires to Alberni, 
Comox, and other (daces when needed for 
the public service. Among other objects 
which will be his especial care, he will 
move to have the limits of the district of 
Vancouver readjusted so as to concentrate 
certain of the fanning districts and enable 
themtoelecta representativeof their special 
interests. The postal sevico will have his 
attention, and he will urge tho appoint- 
ment of a county court judge who shall 
reside in Nanaimo, tho central point of 
the district. He will be found in all mat- 
ters appertaining to the policy of the con- 
servative party, and tho good and welfare 
of the people, amongst the foremost work- 
ers of the party, and will devote his best 
energies in and out of parliament to the 
accomplishment of the connection of the 
Canadian Pacific railway with the island 
railway system, taking Nanaimo en route, 
thus establishing the Pacific terminus at 
Victoria, and conferring an enormous 
benefit upon tho residents ami owners of 
property in Vancouver district. He is 
opposed to any further influx of the Chi- 
nese and will support additional restric- 
tive measure tokcopthomout of the country. 

j mail routes, postollicesand lighthouses 
ami their improvement; definition of 

navigable channels; re val and buoying 

of obstacles to navigation: improvement 
of rivers and streams and other local 
works needed throughout t his extensive 
district, will have Ins minute attention 
and immediate action. Ho promises to 
ardently support railway development in 
British Columbia generally, and Vancou- 
ver island particularly. The extension of 
the railway and telegraph line to Comox 
is a foregone conclusion— in the abstract 
and the construction of a railway to 
Saanich may yet be expected. He regrets 
that the limited time at his disposal has 
not allowed him to extend his personal 
canvass to Alberni and Sooke, and asks 
the electors of tln.se important but distant 
sections of the district to kindly make 
flue allowance for his inability to wait 
personally upon them; they can, however, 
rest assured that their interests will be 
perfectly safe in his hands. He hopes to 
receive tho suffragos of the electors and 
in that event promises to consider their 
interests to the best of his ability. 
So comprehensive an address cannot fail 
to have weight with tho electors.

Planta expresses himself in no uncertain 
terms and candor is breathed throughout 
overy word of bis address, Personally 
ho believes that he will be elected by a 
large majority, and the same fooling seems 
to be prevalent throughout (lit! district. 
Mr, Planta would be a hard-working, en- 
ergetic and intelligent representative, and 
the electors of Vancouver district cannot 
do better than send him to ( )tta\va.

GUNS AND LACK OF GUNS. 

The officers of tho ordnance corps at 
Washington are said to be very much 
gratified with tho performance of tlio new 
eight-inch steel rifle now being tested at 
Sandy Hook. This gun was built at tho 
West Point foundry of English and do- 
mestic steel. Thirty test rounds have 
been tired and the trials will lie continued 
during tho summer. Willi a shot weighing 
289 pounds and a charge < if American 
brown powder, the initial Velocity of tho 
projectile w.-ih 1875 feet and tho energy 
developed at a distance of 1000 yards was 
equal to 7000 foot-tons. General Bonnet 
says these results have been carefully 
Compared with the records of trials of 
Krupp, English and French guns of the 
same calibre and establish the fact that 
the army eight-inch steel rifle is fully 
equal to the naval gun, and bettor than 
t he guns of corresponding calibre made by 
foreign manufacturers. Touching the fail- 
ure of congress to pass the fortification 
appropriation bill, Qonoral Bonet'j chief 
of ordnance, said that tho result ia to 
leave tho fortification and ordnance works 
in a WOrse shape than thoy were after tho 
adjournment of the last session. At that 
time thoro wore a few fag ends of tho ap- 
propriations available, but now tho ord- 



nance bureau and tho ongineor corps must 
come to a full atop so far as concerns tho 
construction of guns and fortifications. 
Tho engineor corps, said the General, lias 
about surrendered its military functions 
and .has been resolved into a body of citi- 
zens devoting all of its time lo harbor and 
river improvements. Two twelve-inch 
rifle cannon of cast iron, strengthened 
with steel, have been lying for montliB 
incomplete in the South Huston shops, 
Congress having failed to I'oappropriati) a 
sufficient sum of money out of the amount 
already authorized to ho expended to put 
thorn in serviceable condition. 'I here is 
no expectation among ordnance officers 
that Congress will pass the fortification 
appropriation bill before the closing day 
of the next congress, and during the next 
fifteen months there will not bo funds 
available to pay evon the watchmen on 
the fortifications. 



WINNIPEG IX lH8b\ 

Tho past year, according to the Winni- 
peg Commercial, was one of moderate 
prosperity and improvement in mercantile 
lines at Winnipeg, but there was tin 
absence of any great change fir departures 
in special directions. The total wholesale 
trade of the city in LS80 was valued at 
$lFj,669,S66, against §1^,818,075 in 1885, 
a gain of §1,811,281. The grain and 
milling business appears to be the most 
important single branch of trade, its value 
in 1881) aggregating $3,812,319. Next in 
order comes groceries, with nearly the 
same value. Dry goods, lumber, farm 
machinery, boots .ami shoes and manufac- 
tures of leather come next in the order 
named. The importance of this town asa 
center of supplies for the surrounding 
country is growing, and tho formation of 
an exchange for handling agricultural 
products is suggested as a probability of 
the near future. The business done by 
the Hudson Bay company at Winnipeg is 
ah important item. The total trade, both 
wholesale and retail, was reckoned at 
$26,133,856 in 1880, an increase over 1886 
of 82,800,781. Low prices, particularly 
for grain and its products, have had a de- 
pressing effect upon the total volume. 

Something of the extent of the culti- 
vation of cotton in the Asiatic provinces 
of Russia has already been indicated in 
these columns. The conditions under 
which the product is grown and marketed 
have been explained and appropriate esti- 
mates of the acreage made. As one of 
tho chief difficulties to be met in develop- 
ing the production of cotton in Russia, it. 
has been pointed out that necessary trans- 
portation facilities are Licking. It is 
asserted that railway development has 
made it possible to begin the shipment of 
cotton to Moscow at rates sixty per cent 
less than formerly. Tho building of steam 
cotton gins is talked of in place of separat- 
ing it by hand, as is practiced. Much of 
the new land to be devoted to cotton cul- 
ture by a large company lies in The region 
involved in the recent dispute between 
England anil Russia, involving land sur- 
rounding tin? Murghah river. It was 
stated that the yield of cotton per acre in 
Turkestan was about fine-third that of t he 
United States. In Turkestan it costs §1. 
50 per acre to pick cotton. The American 
upland seed has been used satisfactorily. 
Sea Island has been tried, but found to 
produce an inferior staple. Russian cot- 
ton is describe! as very dirty and involv- 
ing a loss to spinners of 25 to 50 per cent 
from the original weight.

A STRANGE SIGHT; 

Snowballing With Imported Snow on the Front. 

When tho hutches of tlio uhip Canada 
were opened yesterday afterwgqn as sho 
lay at tho foot of tho Howard street 
wharf, it was found that in addition to the 
unusually largo loud of lumber— 900,000 
feet— which she had brought down from 
Taeoma, W.T.. sho hud unintentionally 
carried a load of snow. When loading in 
Washington territory snow was falling 
heavily and as fast as this lumber was 
stowed in tlio hold of tho vessel it was 
covered with snow, the weight soon 
pressed the snow hard and solid and as 
soon as tho hatoi.es wore elosod there was 
littlo chance of a change of temperature 
within. Arrived here the lumber was 
found frozen together and tho bihiw lay 
thick. Tho wharfingers were soon in 
active combat snowballing ono another 
with imported snow, whioh; despite tho 
warmer temperature recently experienced 
hero, took some little time to thaw. — & 
F. Chronicle, March 7th. 

WAR SIGNS. 

Belief that a Conlllct Between Austria and 
Russia Is not Far Olf. 

Nkw York, March 5. — The Pod's Lon- 
don cablegram says: Tlio Spectator this 
morning, having regard for the events of 
the week, reiterates its belief that war 
between Austria and Russia is not far oil". 
It says: Without some entirely new event 
such as may entirely upset our calcula- 
tions, or some entirely new combination, 
duo to Bismarck's immense audacity, wo 
can only acknowledge sorrowfully that 
war approaches fast. 

THE GOAL MARKET. 

J. W. Harrison's (San Francisco) circu- 
lar of tho 0th inst. has the following: 
Coal — The arrivals for the week have been 
as follows: From Great Britain and Aus- 
tralia, 11,893 tons; from the Northern 
collieries, 9,444 tons. There is a softer 
fooling in the market this week, although 
no actual reduction in values is quoted. 
This is caused by encouraging reports 
from tho interior about our anticipated 
grain yield for export, and importers are 
seeking orders for forward shipment, 
clearly indicating that shipowners aro 
watching every change hero very closely. 
If charterers should come into the market 
and engage freely ahead at fair figures 
outward, to move our incoming crop, 
then coal would sutler, but no disposition 
to do any business in futures has so far 
displayed itself, hence coal quotations are 
steady. If an}' complications should arise 
among European nations coal would be 
the tirst article to show a sensitive ad- 
vance and become a favorite among in- 
vestors and speculators. The market for 
Cumberland is well supplied, having had 
three arrivals from there last mouth. 

BEECHER ON THELABOR QUESTION 

1 believe in the common people! I sym- 
pathize with them, I grant that they suffer 
wrongs and that there is a measure of jus- 
tice in their demands, but 1 should not be 
sorry to see them get a lesson. Capital ! 
Labor ! What is capital I Why, capital 
is nothing but labor crystalized. And 
labor. I should like to know who is a 
laborer if I am not. It is the height of 
impudence to say that that is labor which 
the hand performs, and that which the 
head dons is not labor. You know and I 
know that tho work of the head is not 
only labor but the hardest kind of labor. 
Yet such kind of heresies as these aro be- 
ing openly taught. They are bred in the 
bone, but they can bo cured, audit is your 
task to cure them. 1 am glad of this stir- 
ring up it) the iields of toil, for it will be 
a vast educational means. I know that 
somo of tho movements now on foot for 
the aggrandizement of what, is called labor 
run counter to natural laws and civil laws 
and common sense and philanthropy and 
justice and political economy, but I am 
clad to seo these movements, because 
through them the common people will 
learn a lesson in political economy which 
will bo worth all their suffering. You aro 
going into this conflict, Don't, bo afraid 
of voting right and speaking your mind. 
However the parties may stand at tirst, be 
Bure that they will swing into lino for the 
defence of the country and American in- 
stitutions as soon as they see that the at- 
tack is dangerous. Wo are in a great fer- 
mentation, in which the fundamental 
principles of our society are involved. 
You who are educated must stand firm 
for fair open counsels, for the rights of tho 
whole people, for tho rights of tho indi- 
vidual, for the right of men to organize 
and strike as often as they please, and for 
what causes they please, and for the ei|ual 
right of other men to take their places if 
they and the employer agree. You must 
support the right of the working man, but 
you must also insist on tho right of tho 
employer, [n the meantime, don't think 
that tho man who handles the hand-spike 
is a workinginan.and the man who handles 
the thought and tho pen is not. No man 
is more to bo honored for his work, no 
man has more right to the remuneration 
i his labors bring in, than this producer of 
thought,

AT MAYNE 



In pursuance <pi previous notice, Mr. D. 
"W. Gordon, candidate for the Dominion 
house of commons for tho district of Van- 
couver, addressed tho electors of Mayno 
Island at the school house on Thursday, 
March 10th. Hon. A. Bunstor was pre- 
sent. Mr. W. EL Phelps being appointed 
chairman, explained the object of tho 
meeting and called upon Mr. Gordon to 
address them. 

Mr. Gordon said thub it was the first 
time that ho had tho privilege of address- 
tho electors of that portion of Vancouver 
district during this campaign; that he had 
come before them to give an account of 
his stewardship for the four years that he 
had tho honor of representing thorn. Ho 
regretted that his opponent, Mr. Planta, 
was not present. It had been previously 
arranged that the two candidates should 
address the electors from tho same plat- 
form, but it was nob desirable to tho com- 
mittee of the latter gentleman that the 
arrangement should be carried out. The' 
interests of the district had been better 
looked after than during any previous 
parliamentary term since confederation. 

The speaker was dwelling at some length 
upon tho increased efficiency of the mail 
service that he had secured for them, 
when a voter interrupted by stating that 
what 'ho had done for them in regard to 1 
mail service amounted to worse than no 
Borvice at all. 

MY. Gordon, continuing, alluded to thu 
vast, expenditure of the Dominion govern- 
ment on public works in this district, 
especially that comprising the lighthouses 
and in the general improvement of the 
marine and fisheries department. Before 
concluding the speaker occupied consider- 
able time in showing how the National 
Policy of tho Macdouald government had 
benefited the country at largo and more 
especially the fanning interests. 

Several questions wero put by voters 
present touching upon Mr. Gordon's pro- 
fessed friendship for tho workinginan and 
his uncalled for opposition to Mr, Shake- 
speare's Chinese restriction bill.

THEY SMUGGLED OPIUM. 

A Few days since the mate, steward and 
another officer were discharged from the 
steamer Emma Hayward, and new men 
employed in their places. One of the 
steamboat, boys in speaking of tho matter 
explained the reasons as follows: "You 
Bee," said lie, "certain persons on the 
steamers plying between Tacoma and 
Victoria are iti the opium smuggling busi- 
ness. The} found it very easy to get the 
Bbtiff to Tacoma, but there was no Bale for 
it thoro, and as there are two or three in- 
spectors and a deputy collector at that 
point, they found it very ditfioult to ship 
the stuff undetected to Portland. In or- 
der to get around tho difficulty, they ar- 
ranged to place the stuff in charge of cer- 
tain officers on the Hayward, while the 
boats lay side by side .at Tacoma, who car- 
ried it, to Olympia, where there was no 
customs officer, and from which point the 
opium could be shipped to Portland or 
San Francisco without fear of detection 
All went well till recently, when one 
morning the watchman oh the Pacific ne- 
glected to call the mate at the time ap- 
pointed for him to get up, and when re- 
primanded by the captain, the mate laid 
thu blame to tho watchman. This led to 
bad feeling between the mate and watch- 
man, and the lat ter to get oven gave away 
to tho captain, in the presence of a cus- 
toms officer, the whole opium scheme, and 
proved the truth of his assertion by point- 
ing out ten pounds of smuggled opium in 
thu mate's bunk. Thin opium was soized 
by Deputy Collector Price, who had just 
boon appointed to that position at Olym- 
pia. The exposition of this illegal busi- 
ness, ns I told you ori tho start, led to tho 
summary dismissal from the company's 
employ of tho mate, steward mid one or 
two other employes on tho Hayward." —

Snow Blockade-Traffic WU1 Now 
Be Uninterrupted. 



Superintendent Abbott Believes that tho

tho Delay-A Small Army of 
Men at Work. 



W.H. Abbott, General Superintendent, 
Pacific Division, arrivod on the 
Louise laBt night. To a represen- 
tative of Thk Colonist ho stated that 
tho absurd reports that wero being circu- 
lated in reference to tho condition of tho 
road wero entirely without foundation. 
He had rccoivod reports from Illecillowaet 
station in the Solkirks thut day, stating 
that theto was every probability that tho 
track would bo clear and 

TRAINS RUNNING ON MONDAY. 

The detention has not been tho result of 
earth slides, or the avalanches of snow, 
but have resulted sololy from tho great, 
depth of snow in tho mountains, which 
has boon precipitated from adjacent slopes 
and side-hills on to the track. Tho snow 
fall has been over double that of any 
previous record. Three times this lino 
lias been almost clear for traffic, but ad- 
ditional heavy falls of snow and sudden 
thaws precipitating great quantities on 
to tho track again and again prevented 
traffic, 

Up to tho end of January there was 
double tho amount of snow fall over that 
of the same period last year, and from 
that date up to 27th February only 2h 
inches fell. Then came very heavy storms 
and afterwards sudden thaws, which have 
resulted as above. It is now thought that 
all the avalanches have came down, and 
that there will bo 

NO FURTHER HEAVY FALLS 
of snow. Tho weather in the Solkirks 
has been exceptional, as it, has also been 
in every other portion of the continent, 
but it is believed that the worst is now 
over, und that no further lengthy deten- 
tions will oiiBuo. There are now 900 men 
at work in the mountains clearing tho 
track, working east from Rovelstoko and 
west from Donald, and from tho eastern 
and western ends of Rogers' Pass, and as 
there is really only the snow to remove, 
in order to enable the passage of trains, 
it is confidently expected that everything 
will bo clear to-morrow. 

There have been a few trifling slides be- 
tween Moody and .Salmon Arm, but noth- 
ing to cause any detention of trains. The 
force employed to koop the line clear con- 
sists of 

A SMALL ARMY OF MEN, 

and from this out Mr. Abbott considers 
thut traffic', so far as his division is con- 
cerned, will bu uninterrupted. 



FROZEN TO DEATH. 

An Old Conioi Settler Found Dead in Ills 
Cabin-. 

An old settler, commonly known as 
"Auger" Thompson, who is tin old resi- 
dent of Comox and lived in a small cabin 
two miles from any other settler, a fow 
days ago was found dead in his cabin ten 
miles from the wharf. Horace Smith 
culled at the cabin and not receiving an 
answer to his knock, opened the door, 
and discovered the old man lying on the 
floor. It is supposed that he either died 
from heart disease, or became too ill to 
cook his food and died from starvation. 
There was a good stock of provisions on 
hand, which proves that it must, have been 
from sudden or severe illnessthat he died. 
Scattered around hhh on the floor were 
his stock of poultry frozen to death. Ho 
had evidently opened a small door from 
tho cabin to the chicken house during the 
cold weather, and t hey died from cold and 
hunger with their owner. It is not known 
how long tho old man lay there dead, as 
his cabin was out of tho way and infre- 
quently called at, but it is thought that 
he must have been dead at least a month. 
His body when discovered was thawing 
out, and presented a ghastly appearance. 

Thu deceased was always considered 
slightly deranged and about, four years 
ago he left Comox and proceeded to Fag- 
land. Returning, he assumed the name 
of Onsbough and endeavored to induce his 
old acquaintances to believe that ho was 
an altogether different individual. Ho 
waa about 45 years of age and a native of 
Yorkshire, England.

FANCY GOODS. 



Thk report, of the department of agri- 
culture at Washington of the distribution 
and consumption of wheat and corn shows 
that i!6 pur cent, of the corn crop is still 
in fanners' hands, a smaller proportion 
than in March, 1885 and 1883, but, larger 
than in 188-1. The estimated remainder 
is 6011,000,000 bushels, and the estimated 
proportion hold for homo consumption is 
1,377,000,000 bushels, leaving 288,000,000 
for transportation beyond country lines. 
The proportion of merchantable corn is 
30 por cent. , making tho quality of crop 
comparatively high, and 80 per cent, 
above the percentage of merchantable 
corn in a series of years, The amount of 
wheat on hand is 27 por cent, of tho crop, 
or about 122,000,000 bushels, against 
10,000,000 last year and 109,000,000 in 
March, 1885, tho largest surplus ever 
known. It is 3,000,000 bushels more than 
in 1884, and 4,000,000 bushels more than 
in 1882, after tho shortest crop for rocunt 
yesrs. _

TO THE ELECTORS 



Gentlemen,— Having been nominated a Can- 
didate for tho representation <>f Vancouver Dis- 
trict In the House of Commons, it is ray duty to 
submit (or tho favor of your consideration, tho 
following general statement of my Tiows upon 
political questions.

I will go to Parliament as a supporter of Sir

Especially will I exhaust all ways and means 
to obtain, by way of reciprocity, the removal of 
the duly of cents per ton now charged by the 
United -St-ntes upon the coal of Vancouver Is- 
land entering their ports, 

1 shall conlund for the prudent and econo- 
mical expenditure of the public money In every 
dopurtmont, having regard to the necessary de- 
mands of the public sorvico ; but no effort shall 
be wanting on my part to secure for Vancouver 
District a fair share of the amount which njay 
bo available! for distribution. 

Next to the maintenance of law and order, 1 
hold it to be tho first duly of a Colonial govern- 
ment to facilitate t he development and settle- 
ment of the territory over which it has jurisdic- 
tion, 1 will therefore do my utmost to obtain 
the grant uf sulllcicnt subsidies by thu Dom- 
inion:— 

l'"or encouraging the construction of a 
railway Lo the northern part of Vancouver 
Island, as an Important factor in bringing 
about the rapid colonization uf the unsettled 
portions of the island. 

For ensuring a satisfactory steamboat ser- 
vice between Victoria and Comox, and the 
usual way ports and islands, including 
Hornby Island, and also with the northern

xtonslon of telegraph linos 
Alberni, Couiox ami other places where 
needed tor the public sorvico. 
1 will also claim for this district a duo pro- 
portion of the ntHto-nided immigration of mon 
and women of a desirable class, who with their 
families will be assisted to enter the new settle 
moots, and will in course of time become con- 
siderable producers and consumers, thus adding 
to the trade of the country. 

I will support the introduction of manhood 
suffrage at the earliest favorable opportunity. 

I will jealously guard the right, of tho people 
of this province to deal with the matt ers reserv 
od fortheui by the British North America Act 
I shall endeavor lo take an active part in tho 
consolidation and amendment of the Dominion 
statutes; and having in t lie course of my judie 
ial experience seen many Instances of undue 
hardship and severity visited by tho law upon 
unfortunate offenders, 1 shall strive to have the 
law in these respects roctlflod. 

t will move lo have the limits of tho District 
uf Vancouver readjusted so as to concentrate 
certain of the fanning districts and enable them 
to elect a representative of their special in 
t crests. 

I will give my attention to the postal servico 
with a view to increasing its efficiency, espoc 
lolly in this district. 1 also intend to proourc a 
reduction In the rates of postage, 

.Some system of bankruptcy or insolvency 
which, whUo affording just relief to honest debt- 
ors unable to meet their engagements, will also 
give adequate protection against undue prefer- 
ence, and secure tho equitable division of the 
debtor's property among the creditors, has been 
long needed, and I purpose giving my help to 
tho passage of a suitable law. 

1 will urge the appointment of a County Court 
Judge, who shall reside in Nanaimo, tho central 
point of tho district. 

1 will support any pract ical scheme for the 
proper representation of the provinces of tho 
Dominion, in their various manufactures and 
natural productions at the chief International 
and Colonial exhibitions of the world. 

Tho serious questions which have arisen ro 
lative to tho rights of the Indians of this prov- 
ince, and the future mode of dealing with tho 
Indians shall have my earnest consideration 
wilh the object, of arriving at a wise solution of 
the complex diitlculties now demanding prompt 
decision and action by the government. 

In all matters appertaining to the policy of 
tho Conservative Party, and the good and wel- 
fare of the people, I shall be found amongst the 
foremost workers of tho party. 

I will devote my best energies In and out of 
Parliament to tho accomplishment of the con- 
nection of tho Canadian Pacific Railway with 
the island Railway system, taking Nanaimo en 
route, thus establishing the Pacific terminus at 
Victoria, and conferring an enormous bonetit 
upon the residents and owners of property in 
\ ancouver District. 

1 am opposed to any further influx of Chinese 
and will support additional restrictive mea- 
sures to prevent thorn from coming into the 
country. 

During my election tour I have had the great 
advantage of personal intercourse with so many 
of you, and I have ascertained in detail the 
wants and requirements of almost all the chief 
localities in the District, that I think it will 
sutllce if 1 say that as respects: The mail routes, 
Dost, Office and Lighthouses and their improve- 
ment, definition of navigable channels, removal 
and buoying of obstacles to navigation, im- 
provement uf rivers and streams and other 
local works needed throughout this extensive 
district— Oil such matters shall have my minute 
attention and immediate action. 

I shall ardently support railway development 
In British Columbia generally, and Vancouver 
Island particularly. The extension of tho rail- 
way and telegraph line to Comox is a foregone 
conclusion— in the abstract, and the construc- 
tion ufa railway to Saaniob may yet be expedi- 
ated. If entrusted with the suffrages of tho doc- 
tors l shall bo able to do no inconsiderable part 
towards the attainment, of bot h these ends. Tho 
people, thot'Oforo, have it in their own bands to 
uasten the con: ummatlon of those works. 

Regretting thai the limited time at my dis- 
posal has noUat the time ur my writing this ad- 
dress) allowed me to extend my personal can- 
vass to Alberni and Sooke, and I have to ask 
the electors of those important but distant sec- 
tions of the district to kindly make duo allow- 
ance for my inability to wait personally upon 
them; they can, however, rest assured that 
their interests will bo perfectly safe In my 
hands. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, 1 repeat fully solicit 
your suffragOS, and promise that in the event of 
my election as your member every communica- 
tion or suggestion which you may make to me 
at any time shall receive my prompt and best 
attention.

'BIG HOUSE-BUYING.^ 

The Exchange In New York Where m BmI- 
new or Nearly roar Million Dellars • 
Week In Real Estate I* Done. 

The business centre of the Union has 
ono exchange of which overybody knows 
somothlng. The man or woman can 
scarcely bo found whose reading or ob- 
servation has not given him or her some 
acquaintance with tho New York Stock 
Exchange and Its " bulls and bears." 

It may be news to some readers that 
the Emplro City has ono exchango whoro 
e.yon more wealth Is represented on 
special occasions than In tho Stock 
Exchange. Koforonce Is made to tho 
Heal Estate Exohange, whoro wookly 
sales amount to nearly four million 
dollars. 

DESCRIPTION OF TO* KXCHANOE. 

The building Is a noble temple dovotod 
to business operations. It occupies all 
tho spaoo from No. 59 to No. 66 Liberty 
stroot, and cost $580,000. 

Tho Real Estato Exchange, tho cor- 
poration owning this fine building, came 
Into being as recently as November, 
1883. It now nurabors flvo hundred 
stockholders and sixty annual mem- 
bers. 

The best time to soo tho Exohango is 
at the daily auction sales, held at noon. 
An obsorvant visitor notes the grandeur 
of the auction room. It measures 
elglity-sovon feet long and forty-three- 
foot wide, Is lofty and well-lighted, 
and haudsomoly finished in marble. 

Usually tho room Is crowded with 
anxious buyers and sellers, and resounds 
with the cries of auctioneers aud bld- 




The auctioneer and hi$ audienc*. 
ders. Stockbrokers are not the only 
people who are noisy In tha perform- 
ance of business. 

A BAHEIj. 

" I cannot understand a word," said a 
visitor who for the first time In bis II fo 
was at the Exchango, while a house in 
tho vicinity of his residence was an- 
nounced for sale; " whore are thoy sell- 
ing that house?" 

No ono about him seemed to understand 
what ho wanted, while six auction- 
eers wore shouting to their hearts' 
content, and tho visitor, not having a 
personal Interest In tho sale, retreated In 
good order toward the entrance, content 
to wait till the next morning, whon ho 
would soo tho salo reported In the 
newspaper. 

There Is, however, to the Initiated, 
to the hundreds who do busiuoso tfiore, 

groat deal of mothod In that Babol 
noise of the Exchango. Every real 
estate brokor and dealer In town, upon 
entering] knows tho strong bass voice 
that for a quarter of a century has 
shown up tho morits of realty In Now 
York. 

He also distinctly recognizes the hard, 
straightforward, clear words that have 
a staying quality in them on the part of 
a young auctioneer who can soil moro 
property In a given time than all others 
combined. 

He also hears tho clear, sharp, shrill 
voice of a youngster who knows how to 
fill tho salesroom with, It might bo 
said, the point of his volco, as It pene- 
trates everywhore, and the listener at 
onco knows who Is the auctioneer that 
is selling. 

Then, also, there Is tho distinct and 
clear rattler, who knows by heart tho 
terms and oondltlons of salo. Tho rap- 
idity with which ho pours his sontoncos 
upon tho audionco Is sufficient Indication 
to tho froquontors of tho place that 
somothlng Interesting is about to be 
offered. 

Thoro Is a limit, howovor, to tho> 
variation of yolces, and ono auction- 
eer Indulges In gesticulations. Whon 
bis arms are waving alternately above 
and below tho stand ho occupies thoy 
act llko so many guide posts showing tho 
way to his stand. 

Again, there is another, who every 
minute Is pounding upon his stand with 
his roundod (1st. 

DIHTItlKUTINO THE MAPS. 

Offluob persons Is made up the crowd 
of auctioneers, who, all together, exactly 
as the clock strikes twelve, bogiu to 
shout In one grand chorus. 

Though It may bo Babel-like to tho 
stranger, the mass of dally frequenters 
are not In tho least disturbed! by it. 
They rather soorn to like It, and really 
pay no more attention to tho man who 
shouts about property In which they tako 
no Interest than they do to the apple 
woman on tho sidewalk. 

These regular dealers, rriem'verf*, 
brokers, owners and others having busi- 
ness on the Exchango stand simply In 
solid mass, sullenly and silently, before

tho auctioneer who has somothlng to 
offer which they or their friends want to 

secure. 

Tho law requires tho " terms and con- 
bitlons " under which property Is sold to 
do road aloud In public, and this reading 
Is tho first In ;ird >r; at tho conclusion of 
whloh each auctioneer or his assistant 
commences to throw from tho stand, in a 
bunch which scatters among tho crowd, 
tho big posters or book maps containing 
full particulars about tho property to bo 
offered. 

Homot'mos a bystandor may be hit by 
tho odgo of a pamphlet thus tossod from 
tho stnnds, but It Is considered of no 
account, and every eye Is soon fastened 
upon tho auctlonoor, who offers and 
talks, and talks and offors, and 
upon tho man who makes tho first bid. 

Tho noxt bidder Is also watch»d, and 
so on until toward thoeloao the contest 
narrows between two men, often stand- 
ing within threo foot of ono another. 
With his finger pointed (irBt at ono, thon 
at another, tho auotlonoer keeps tbom 
going Tor some time by nhoutlng : 

" Shall I say a hundred more? Fifty 
•hnusand. ono hundred dollars ! Shall I 
or minus, j 
Auctioneer. | 



have any mora?" 

All tho time keeping his eye and 
pointed flngor, not upon the man who 
made the last bid, but upon tho man 
from whom ho expects a bid. 

Finally, the words " Third and last 
call " having been shouted, ho turns 
both eyos and pointed finger from tho 
man who has stoppod bidding to tho 
bidder who has Just become the owner 
of tho property and says : 

" It Is yourB, sir." 

The hubbub of tho surrounding crowd 
now adds Itself to tho already oxlstlng 
noise on tho floor of tho Exchango, 
but only for a momont, howover, as tho 
auctlonoor immediately asks. If ho doos 
not know the buyor: 

" What is your nnmo, sir?" 

In most Instances the successful bid- 
dor approachos tho stand and hands his 
card to tho bookkeeper, but whoro tho 
auotlonoer knows his man, bo announces 
tho name loudly from bis stand, am.' 
other parcels of property are offered. 

TltAITS OF IJIDD15KS. 

Strange and singular, amid all tho 
hubbub and noise, Is the apparent mod- 
esty of tho ordinary bidder. He never 
shouts nor speaks aloud, frequently doos 
notovon whisper, but shows a number 
of fingers, a full liana meaning $500, 
a olii-le linger $100, or If tho bidding goes 
by thousands or any fixed - amount ho 
simply nods or winks or lifts his pencil, 
looking shyly, as it were, at the auc- 
tioneer, who does all tho shouting and Is 
most alert In finding another bid when 
not a single soul of the surrounding 
crowd has seen a muscle move In tho 
hands or faces of tho contestants. 

Again, the most extreme apparent 
modesty is visible whon the first bid is 
called for; tho auctioneer often has to 
wait ten minutes when in a vast crowd ot 
men, all anxious to purchase the prop- 
erty, not a single Individual will open 
the ball. 

" Gtvo mo a bid," ho snys ; " It is cer- 
tainly worth something." 

Some courageous fellow may open his 
mouth and say "$5 000 " for what is 
actually worth" $50,000, when the auc- 
tioneer will say ; 

"What do 'you moan?" 

Tho retort comes sharp : 

" I mean what I say ; you asked for a 
bid and I give you one." 

With an " I won't take It" the auc- 
tioneer surveys tho crowd nervously, 
and finally announces " $25,000 bid." 
not a man in the assemblage having 
hoard tho least whisper but the 
auctioneer, and ho alone knows the bid- 
der. Once a bid secured the work goes 
bravely on, with frequent but generally 
noiseless bids. 

DETERMINED AND FIOKT.E BUYER. 

In closely watching a crowd of bid- 
ders on real estate that runs up Into 
thousands of dollars a great deal of 
varied human character Is noflceablo. 
There stands the pale, resolute, de- 
termined man, who has come to tho 
Exchange to pay say $150,000 for a choice 
plot of ground. 

Ho has been an nctlvo bidder through- 
out. Ho does not get in the least ox-

cited evon whon tho bidding has reached 
$145,000, but calmly adds on another 
thousand. 

Ho does not talk, but listens closely 
while another and another thousand and 
another five hundred overtop him. 
Ho still adds another $500 ; It Is his last 
bid; he has reached his $150,000 limit, 
and calmly puts his load-pencil in his 
pockot. 

Another bid of $500 overtops him, 
and the auctioneer goes for him : 

" Shall I say $500 for you, sir?" 

Ho coolly shakes his head and per- 
mits property which ho knows Is worth 
moro, but for which ho has made up his 
mind to give no more than $150,000 
to bo knocked down to another party at 
a mere advance on his flguroof $500. 

On tho contrary there is to be seen a 
bidder who, surrounded by threo or four 
friends, keeps on bidding, is exceedingly 
nervous, turns at last bis back to tho 
auctioneer and says to his friends : 

" I'll give no moro." 

Tho vory next minute he turns around, 
makes a silent sign to tho auctioneer, as 
if ashamed of changing his mind, again 
turns around and says to bis friends: 

" This is my last bid." 

Once more the very next bid he'll givo 
another and another bill, until the prop- 
erty is knocked down to him at a figure 
double thutat which ho intended to stop. 

WOMEN AT THE EXCHANGE. 

Women Interested In the salo of cer- 
tain houses and estates frequently visit 
the Exchange. 

They generally begin to lean heavily 
on their escort's arm when the property- 
goes pretty high, but they urge him on 
to bid more and more, anil generally 
prove themselves good customers for 
tho auctioneers, but poor investors. 

An example of this female determin- 
ation to buy at all hazards was greatly 
relished the other day by bystanders on 
tho Exchange when a sturdy German, 
accompanied by his wlfo, was bidding on 
a Harlem residence. 

The husband had already boon sorrow- 
fully shakhm bis head at the last figure 
he had bid at his wife's solicitation, and 
seemed relieved whon some one outbid 
him. 

She shook his arm sharply, told him 
to givo another bid, when he deter- 
minedly faced about, and with pointed 
finger, told Uor ho wouldn't givo an- 
other coat.

THE MISSING HOY FOUND. 

But I noticed at tho edge of tho sidewalk: 
three bags of coffee leaning up against 
an Iron post, and upon looking behind 
there I found the missing urchin. Ho 
was so small and was so huddled up 
at the corner of tho bag that ho almost 
looked like a cat.

Take a dock on the East ltivor at 
midnight. Tho policeman has walked 
down to the water's odgo. Hero and 
there a lamp shines on some ship or 
bark whoso men are all below asleep. 
Tho dock is faintly Illuminated by tho 
distant lights of the Brooklyn Bridge 
or by some Htful glance from the moon 
as it passes across some vacant space in 
tho sky. 

Tho only sound that breaks upon the 
oar is the lapping of tho black river

against tho timber beads or around the 
rudder of a brig. Everything Is quiet 
ami tho watchman turns about towards 
the great sleeping city along whoso 
streets a few friendly lights aro burning. 
THEIR SKIDDED OPERATIONS. 
No sooner has ho taken a dozen stops 
than three black forms come up over the 
edge of the dock as If out of tho 
water. They are the boys, now sixteen 
or eighteen years of ago, whoso home 
Is under the wooden dock and a few 
feet from the water. They are as much 
dock rats as If they had fails and wore 
covered with hair, for we will watch their 
movements. Each has a loaded re- 
volver in bis pockot and a knife in bis 
hand. 

A ship's hawser Is colled about a tim- 
ber head. Three slashes with a razor- 
like blade detach it from the ship, and 
in a minute it is passed over the edge 
of the dock and concealed in some hollow 
underneath. 

A bale of cotton Is opened and its con- 
tents likewise disposed of, when the 
covering Is thrown into the river.

Allis done without a sound. Sudden- 
ly a muffled footstep Is hoard and the 
throe dark forms vanish in a second. 

Sometimes, when a valuable cargo of 
rum or whisky Is standing on the dock, 
watchmen are set all night to guard it, 
and the thieves aro afraid to show their 
heads. But they are aa ingenious as thoy 
aro daring. 

A bont with a cask In It slides unob- 
served under tlio wharf before tho night 
seisin. The thieves find where a barrel 
Is standing on end. An auger is procured 
and a bole borod through the dock and 
Into the cask, and ono end of the pipe 
Is inserted, which leads Into tho barrel 
in tho boat. 

In half an hour tho contents of ono 
barrel have been decanted into another, 
and this is repeated as often as possible. 
Ill tho morning tho barrels aro on the 
dock, but the rum or whisky has taken 
to Itsel f wings. 

Fro jiiontly theso wharf rats aro 
caught stealing, and thoy will light like 
tigers before allowing themselves to 
be taken, 

ODDEST HOMES IN THE GREAT CITY. 

They live under tho docks, whoro thoy 
have rooms fitted up, frequently a stovo, 
and here they spend the day sleeping, 
smoking or playing cards. Whon tho 
tide rises they come out like vermin. 

STEALING FROM SHIPS AT ANCHOR. 
Now and then Now Yorkers are startled 
by reading of a naval battle Iti the harbor, 
fought the. preceding night when, they 
were In bed and asleep; botwoen officers 
of tho law, or sailors on watch, andrlvor- 
tbioves. 

The operations of these thieves aro 
favored by darkness, and tlio circum- 
stances under which thoy attempt the 
dishonest seizure of property in frequent 
eases are of a dramatic character. 

Appropriating a boat for tho purpose 
they Silently row away, out into tho dark 
waters, towards a ship from which thoy 
iavo expectations of booty. It may bo 
a groa. steamer they seek lo doprivo of 
its val liable o. lis of hawser, orsniall craft 
loaded with provisions, tobacco or 
anything a boat load of which thoy 
c.aii turn Into money. Whero tho thief 
is the " feneo," or rocolvor of stolon 
goods, is not far off. 

Boarding the dock of thocrnft.If nooos- 
sary they frighten the watch Into sllonco 
by threats and a display of .firearms; 
then, securing their booty, make swiftly 
off before the crew, can ovortnko them. 

Should, however; tho crew bo In HiifYl- 
clont force to resist the attempt, a fight 
ensues In which someiimos a thief or 
two la captured orlklllod, but, as a rule,

They as ofton go out on tho land 
and " work " drunken aallors, country- 
men and other fools. Breaking into 
stores and rilling tho monoy drawers is 
.•mother profitable occupation with 
them. 

A garret in the vory heart of the city 
and a block away from Broadway, by 
the merest accident some tlmo ago, was 
found to be a ne-t of young thieves. 

A slight fire occurred on some lloor 
underneath, and when tho firemen came 
to explore the bouse they came upon 
this thieves' hiding place, Ingress to 
which was obtained by a secret pas- 
sago. Plundor of all kinds was strewn 
about. 

The firemen turned tho hose on the 
establishment and its Inhabitants were 
drowned out. When tho owner of the 
building learned the use to which his loft 
bad been put he bad It torn down and 
another story added. 

LAST SCENE OF ADL. 

When the boys get a fow yoars older 
they become full Hedged thieves and 
would think nothing of murdering a 
man for a few dollars. Thoy serve 
short terms in prison from time to time, 
but eventually thoy become reckless, 
get caught and end their days 011 the 
gallows. 

After all thoy can hardly bo blamod, 
for a man Is what his surroundings make 
him. Those boys learn to swoar before 
they can walk, and are educated In the 
walks of crime. Is it any wonder, then, 
that thoy do not go to Sunday-school and 
have little respect for tho laws of tho 
laud? 

SOME SUGGESTIONS. 

How to save them is n difficult problem. 
Tho only way to prevent accessions to 
their ranks is to provido means of bring- 
ing all the children of tho city within 
tho Influence of tho schools. It is a 
fact, or I am much mistaken, that there 
is a widening distinction between classes, 
especially noticeable In Now York and 
other centres in tho Bepubllc. This is 
very marked in the schools. Sunday- 
schools, for example, do not Includo the 
children of tho exceedingly poor and 
vicious. It may be feared that such 
would not bo welcome In them, and tho 
public schools do not include tho 
■• Arabs," nor is adequate attempt made, 
so rar as 1 know, to bring all the children 
of all tho peoplo within the educational 
fold. 

This is the more to bo regretted as tho 
theory of Republican Institutions Is 
against privilege and exclusion. If It is 
1 rue that classes are becoming moro dis- 
tinct and differences widening between 
them, tho foundation of popular sove- 
reignty is proportionally weakened. True 
Republicanism ought to take care of thoso 
children who, but for its fostering care, 
will grow up Into the " dock rats " and 
wutra* nrlminala of thu futurn.

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RIDING ON I TRAIL.

Riding .on trail is an undertaking re- 
quiring the natural talent of a trapper, and 
some of the astuteness of a commander; 
adroitness, firpmesa, a quick eye and a 
quicker hand with the revolver. Great 
mountains have to be crossed; vast 
stretche's of dreary plains have to be tra- 
versed; rivers full of dangerous quick- 
sands, in which whole howls have been 
known to perish, and streams given to 
terrifically sudden freshots, must bo ford- 
ed; long expanses of barren alkaline des- 
ert, where for forty or fifty miles not a 
drop of precious water is to bo found, 
must be passed over; — and all this with a 
of semi-wild cattle, straight from their 
pathless home, unaccustomed tothosighbof 
human beings, and easily startled into a 
general stampede; and through countries 
where Indians, if not actually hostile, are' 
aiways ready for a haul, and where white 
marauders "rustle" systematically for a 
living. 

Thunder-storms, tho chiof danger 
through the summer months in these re- 
gions, are very terrifying to cattle. On 
the approrch of one, tho herd should be 
collected in as small spaco as possible, 
whilst the men should continually ride 
around them, calling to each other in 
tones not too loud, for like horses, cattle, 
derive courage from tho voice and pre- 
sence of man. Whilo thunder peals and 
lightning flashes, the frightened beasts 
watch, with lowered heads and tails pois- 
ed, the slow, stead pace of tho horsemen, 
seem to derive from it a sense of protec- 
tion. Sometimes, however, a steer more 
alarmed than the rest, and unable to con- 
tain his terror, will make a dash through an 
opening in the guardian chain; this ox- 
ample is sure to be followed, and in .two 
minutes the whole herd wul have broken 
away — stampeded; a surging mass of bel- 
lowing, terrified beasts, rushing headlong 
through tho storm to destruction. 

Fancy an inky night, claps of thunder 
appalling loudness, ground entirely strango 
to the men, vers broken and full of steep 
water courses and dangerous hollows. 
Coute qui'il coute, the leaders must be 
headed off. Once fairly started they will 
stampede twenty, thirty and forty miles 
at a stretch, many of the cattle being kill- 
ed by falls or trodden to death, whilst 
"bunches" stray from the main herd and 
disappear forever. Tbe reckless riders, 
rushing at breakneck speed over danger- 
ous ground in dense darkness, are perfect- 
ly aware how much depends on courage 
and speed, if it kills them. Tho heavy 
cowhide ' quint" or whip, and i lie power- 
ful spurs with jingling rowels, remain un- 
used till the last moment. Urging on their 
horses by shouts, the cowboys speed along- 
side the frantic steers until they manage 
to reach the leaders, and finally, swinging 
round, they try to press tho bellowing 
brutes to swerve to one side. All the men 
pursuing tho same tactics, the rush is at 
last checked, and the animals, panting 
and lashing their heavy sides with their 
tails, are brought to a stand, and the herd, 
or what remains of it, is rounded up. It is 
dangerous work, and many a light hearted 
cow boy has lost his lifo in a stampede 
one minute a rollicking swinging youth, 
the noxt a'shapeless mass trodden down 
and stamped into the ground, as the surg- 
ing herd pass over horse and rider, who 
have come to grief in a prairie bog or 
gopher hole': Tho run has taken tho cattle 
fur off the trail, led them perhaps into 
close vicinity to hostile Indians or crafty 
"Greasers," and when dawn at last breaks 
new dangers may appear. Often on these 
occasions men do not leave their saddles, 
except to change horses, for thirtv-six 
hours.— From "The Cuttle on a Tfunuand 
Hills," in March Overland Monthly. 

ILIFF, THE CATTLE KING. 


One. man of the thousands who in the 
gold fever of 1859 were with frenzied en- 
ergy crossing these dreary plains, throw 
aside shovel, pan and rocker, and settled 
down to cultivate a small patch of ground 
near a town of less than a hundred shan- 
• ties, peopled with the roughest of the 
rough; for in those days tho "'hanging 
trees," which were afterwards so useful in 
raising the tone of frontier communities, 
had not yet grown up. Not being "on the 
shoot" himself, our friend loaded a few 
provisions and his rifle on a pony, and 
turned his back upon what is now the city 
of Denver. He reached tho northern Cali- 
fornia (Mormon) emigrant road, and built 
himself a hut, wiiere he set up as a trader 
his goods being a small caBk of whisky, a 
littlo tobacco and a few other necessaries 
of lifo, which ho laid in gradually. These 
commodities ho bartered with tho emi- 
grants, who, poor as himstlf, passed over 
theToad before his door, often at the rate 
of ono hundred a day. Ho took in ex- 
changocattle, which all western-bound'emi- 
grants had with them as the most valuable 
stock in trade for their new home. But 
eastern raised cattlo, accustomed to othor 
food and plenty of water, succumbed to 
the hardships of the six months' dreary 
trip; and tho trader drove many a sharp 
bargain— giving a few glasses of whisky 
which (to tho parched emigrant seemed 
tho very elixir of life) in exchange for a 
broken-down cow, or a pound of tobacco 
for a trotting steer. A short distance 
from his shanty he had discovered an 
oasis in the desert, a tract of hay land, 
through flowed a crock ; and to this place 
ho drove his raw-boned ghosts, where rest 
and nutritious grass soon fattened them. 

Twice tho adventurer's dwelling was 
burned over his head by Indians— ho bare- 
ly escaping with life. But cattle had as 
yet no value in tho red man's eyes, and 
when the fugitive came back to his ruined 
homo, he found his bovine riches quietly 
grazing among tho hills a few miles from 
the road, untampered with by the savages, 
who, still happy in tho possession of vast 
hunting grounds, hold "squaw's game" in 
utter contempt. 

Tho Union Pacific Railroad mado the 
vagabond trader a rich man. Ho found a 
splendid market for his beef in tho con- 
struction camps whilo tho road was build- 
ing, and within a fow miles of his shanty 
Cheyenne, a city of ton thousand inhabit- 
ants, sprang up in a night. Whilo numbers 
of his former comrades found graves in the 
gold fields, and hundreds more returned 
to the east half- starved desperadoes', and 
many discovered great wealth only to 
squander it recklessly, the close of his ca- 
reer found him with a vast, estate, mea- 
suring ono hundred and fifty by One hun- 
dred miles, upon which grazed forty thou- 
sand head of cattlo. For the last soven 
years of his lifo, his income from cattle 
alono was ono hundrod and twonty-Iivo 
thousand dollars per annum. 

The chiof point of tho above sketch of 
tho achievements of Ilifl", tho cattlo king 
of Colorado, is that "luck" had littlo to 
do with his success. He often had great 
losses, notably in tho sovoro winter, of, 
1871-2, when his cattlo strayed eil gorilla, 
value of more than one hundrod

A 
large crowd had run after tho carriage all 
tho way from tho Hoffman house, and 
Bishop had hard work making his way 
through the throng that Hocked about 
him. He crossed the street and proceeded 
along tbe cast side of Grannnercy park 
until he reached the entrance to the 
Grannnercy Park hotel, into which he 
turned without hesitation, walked into a 
room, and placed his hand on a vase 
which rested ubori a table. He held his 
hand there for a few seconds and then 
requested tho vose to bo removed. His 
wish was complied wit h, and he picked 
ti e brooch up from the table where it had 
been left by the committee.

THE PIONEER DAYS OF TEXAS 
STOCK-RAISING. 

Stock-raising in tho west began to be a 
business about the close of the Civil War, 
when meat as well as other kinds of food 
rose even in the Northern States, to 
hitherto unknown prices. Texas at that 
time was almost a wilderness, known to 
the outer-world chiefly as a refuge for out- 
laws, who, flying from justice and diguis- 
od by aliases, false beards, and quaint cos- 
tumes, wandered hither and thither over 
the unset I led country. The Mexican 
ranchers owned immense herds of semi- 
wild cattle of inferior breed, whose wild 
eyes and cruel horns were in keeping with 
their forbidding, raw-boned aspect and 
lierco tempers. These, roaming over tl o 
prairies in herds of from fifty to ono hun- 
dred thousand, were of little value to their 
owners in the absence of any market. 
When beef began to be scarce at, the 
north, a few Government contractors, 
drove some small "bunches" of cattle from 
Texas over the weary trail, which has 
since become historic, for the use of the 
northern armies. In those days st 
could be bought for six dollars, and sold 
at tho end of their two or three months' 
journey for thirty-five. Tho profits wore 
enormous; the secret leaked out, men with 
larger capital and unfettered by Govern 
ment contracts "started in," and until tho 
easy-going Texan ranchoros discovered 
tho experiment that was being made, and 
"cut things finer','' capital was doubled 
and quadrupled in two to four months. 
Great numbers of eastern speculators 
engaged in stock-driving; Competition 
decreased tho profits- first to ono hun- 
dred per cent, then even lower, until in 
tho eyes of the men who first started, tho 
business was played out. — From "The 
Cattle on a Thousand Hilts" in March 
Overland.

The Crowd lit Charing Cress to Bid Stanln . tho 
Eiplorer, farewell. 

Charing Cross Station has witnessed 
the departure of many bold and intrepid 
spirits. It would, indeed, bo impossible 
to recall the names of half the famous 
men who have sot forth to the Bcene of 
their adventures, followed in imagination 
by the eyes of the whole world, from'that 
platform which the Indian mail loaves 
every Friday night.

striking testimony of the esteem in which 
ho is held here, and of his wide-spread 
popularity thai, the ovation which was 
made to him last night So great was tho 
crowd, indeed, and so enthusiastic, that 
Mr. Stanley and a small party of distin- 
guished friends could scarcely make their 
way along the platform. The compart- 
ment which had been secured for him 
was filled with his baggage, and when the 
explorer walked u\< in his winter over- 
coat and brown billycock hat, with his 
head in its favorite nose— thrown back- 
word — oven his piercing eye could scarce 
find a place to penetrate the human 
jungle. Mr. Mnokinnon (the chairman of 
the British India Company) laughingly 
pushed him back, saying "Come, Stanley, 
go and show yourself. " Whether a blush 
mantled over his bronzed brow the light 
of the Southeastern Railway Company 
did not pormil, one t o ascertain, but Mr. 
Stanley stuck to the handle of his carriage 
door with characteristic deggednoss, Let

In the year 1855 a storekeeper named 
i moro I Donald Cameron, carrying on business in 
what was known as the Woodshed, Vic- 
toria, was elected first member of Parlia- 
ment for tho Ovens District, and ho had 
tho honor — unique in the history of tho 
colony— of being driven in triumph from 
the Woodshed into Beochworth in a gig 
with tandem team, the leading horse of 
which was shod with gold. 

dust before tho election an eccentric in- 
dividual known as Tinker Drown, who 
had made a lot, of money on the diggings, 
suddenly purchased a circus, with tontfl, 
horses and wagons eompleto, and coming 
into Beochworth with his company, ho of- 
fered to drive tho nowlv elected member, 
and supply golden horseshoes for tho oc- 
casion. Tho Woodshed bosses, who wore 
greatly elated at the rosult of tho election, 
warmly took up Brown's ideas, aud thoy 
resolved, in addition to present their 
member with a diamond scarf pin. 

Tho horseshoes wore mado by a work- 
ing jeweler named Todtield, and woighed 
It ounces each. The team was driven from 
Woodshed to Boucliwortb, and back as 
far as La Serena Hill. On removing the 
shoes of tho leader (a piebald circus horse) 
thoy were found to have lost a total of 1^ 
ounces. Before Tinker Brown diod ho 
willed them to a married daughter, keop- 
ing a public houso at Wagga Wagga. Thoy 
wore in existence until about four yoara 
ago, whon the owner had thorn molted 
and turned into sovoroigiiH. — Colonial 
Mail.
